Finding no enemy and waiting until dawn, one flotilla engag- 
ed in sinking special mines in the harbor entrance. Notwithstand 
ing the enemy 's fire our flotilla succeeded in sinking the mines. 
The other flotilla met the enemy’s torpedo flotilla, consisting 
of six boats, in the Tao Thie Shan channel, south of Port Arthur, 
at 4:30 o'clock. A hot engagement occurred at close range for 
thirty minutes. The enemy then took to flight. |

SHELLS WOULDN’T EXPLODE. 
JAPS WASTE AMMUNITION. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE ro THE 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 13.— 

{Exclusive Dispatch] It is said 
that the lyddite shells used by the 
Japanese that were bought in England 
failed to explode. The enemy, during 
the last attack on Port Arthur, threw 
two hundred shells without doing 
much harm. This reckless burning of 
their powder by Japanese causes 
much satisfaction here, because this 
kind of tactics must seriously deplete 
the Japanese arsenals. The Russian 
forts did not use a tenth part of the 


ammunition wasted by the Japanese, 


the Russian gunners having very ex- 


plicit orders to save all ammunition | 


possible, and fire only when they 
seemed to have a good chance ot 
striking. home. 

The New York Herald some time 
ago published from here a telegram 
from Admiral Alexieff, which had been 
suppressed here, which stated that 
Japanese ships suffered considerable 
losses during the bombardment of 
Port Arthur.

SMIROFF SUPPLANTS STOESSEL. 
“SCARE” AT PORT ARTHUR.

W Charles M. Pepper, appointed by 
the President as commissioner to

BOYCOTT OF UNCLE SAM.

LONDON, March 13.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Rua continues to display 
amazing ignorance in her attitude to- 
ward _American opinion. Europe 
merely laughs at blazing indiscretion 
of Russia's semj-oflicial attack upon 
Secretary Hiay, but diplomats are puz- 
zied that a country usually so almost 
satanicaily adroit in handling difficult 
situations should utterly fail to under- 
stand the feeling of the American peo- 
ple. Russia is now making a much 
ehrewder move by threatening com- 
mercial reprisals as an offset to alleged 
American hostility. The tendency of 
Russian merchants is to transfer trade 
from American to German firms. In 
the long run, however, it may be as- 
sumed that trade will inevitably go 
where the best bargains are available. 
Moreover, the policy of boycott can 
hardly be relied upon to win back good- 
will. 

As it ts, the matter is one of consider- 
able surprise in diplomatic circles, 
which understand the American policy, 
that no emphatic protests have yet been 
iseued against the Ruesian proclama- 
tion including food as contraband of 
war. It is’ bellered that such a pro- 
test will soon be forthcoming, perbaps 
in the shape of joint action by Great 
Britain and other powers. Russia's 
helplessness at sea, of course, renders 
the declaration that food is contra- 
band of war nugatory, but it is not 
pelieved for an instant that the United 
States will allow such policy to stand 
as a precedent. Members of the Brit- 
ish government have long believed 
that in the case of a European war the 
United States would go to the point of 
force, if necessary, to maintain the 
right to supply combatants with food 
for non-military use.

The facts constitute the story of the 
recent dipastrous visit to Los Angeles 
of “Pinhead” McCarthy, president of 
the Building Trades Council of San 
Francisco; J. P. Jones, president of 
the Pile Drivers’ Union of that city. 
and Fire Commissioner Parry of the 
northern metropolis, a member of the 
union mentioned. 

The visit of the trio ‘of Frisco agi- 
tators ended in another signal defeat 
for these “labor masters,” when they 
returned to their northern strong- 
hold last week without having 
compassed Los Angeles county with a 
Pile Drivers’ Union. 

That was the true purpose of their 
visit here—to form a Pile Drivers 
Union in this county, with the particu- 
lar intent of forcing under labor union

job would be forced to pay a $20 initle- 
tion fee, 

Such was the hold-up planned by 
Jones-McCarthy-Parry. It meant that 
the compeny thus threatened would 
have to pay $9.50 each way for some 
fifty men, who will be required on the 
job, instead of bringing down a hand- 
ful of its experienced workmen to put 
into operation work for which it in- 
tended to hire the rest of the men here.

_Depiores Lynching and Mob Vio - 
lence, and Says That if Workmen 
and Business Men are Not Allowed 
te Toil Unmolested, it is indeed 
Time to Call a Halt.

A stirring pulpit appeal for law and 
order was delivered yesterday at the 
East Side Congregational Church by 
Rev. Frank S. Forbes. 
Rev. Forbes took his text from Ha- 
bakkuk, and based his line of thought 
along the lines of a Times editorial— 
which he read from his desk. 
Lawlessness,“ he said, “is our na- 
1 sin. It was the national sin of 
the Hebrew people, and it destroyed 
their government in the end. It has 
destroyed every government in history 
which suffered it to exist, and unless 
it be checked it means the end of our 
liberties. 
“Call it by whatever name we may; 
ascribe it to whatever origin we like; 
condone it or condemn it as we 
choose; it is a fact that in the United 
States of America, since the beginning 
of the twentieth century, acts of bar- 
barism have been committed which, 
for sheer savagery, make the ‘dark 
ages’ seem almost white. 
“We have been righteously aroused 
over the barbarities of the Turk in 
Armenia and Macedonia; we raised an 
army to deliver the Cuban and Filipino 
from Spanish oppression. At the same 
time citizens of our own common- 
wealth have been subjected to vio- 
lence and barbarities as cruel and fiend- 
ish as were ever practised by Weyler 
in Cuba, the Kurds in Turkey or the 
Russian soldiery at Kishineff. The 
darkest side of the fact is that no 
mighty protest has been made to any 
State Legislature, nor to Congress, 
nor to our President, ‘nor to the 
public. | 
“In 1892 a demented negro, charged 
with a most revolting crime, was 
burned at the stake in Paris, Tex. It 
had been more than a generation since 
such a thing had happened in this 
country, and a cry of horror went up 
from all over the United States. Pul- 
pit, press and platform united in a 
vigorous protest against such barbarity 
beneath the American flag. 
“Since that time more than 2500 citi- 
zens of the United States have suf- 
fered death at the hands of mobs—net 
in a foreign country, but here—be- 
neath our own Stars and Stripes! 
“In one year there were 241 people 
lynched in this country without a sin- 
gie iota of legal proof of guilt of the 
offense charged. On an average, this 
is one for every thirty-six hours. 
They were scattered thr twenty- 
six States, from Texas to York, 
and from California to Virginia. 
Only forty-six were even charged with 
the unspeakable crimé against women. 
More than one-third were men in 
whose veins not one drop of negro 
blood ever flowed. 
“When it comes to 6a mobs 
our boast that we lead the world will 
not be disputed. Surely no country 
accused of being civilized can show 
such a record in this matter as our 
own. We who live in America know

“Neither is this spirit of savage 
lawlessness peculiar to certain isolated 
and juiterate districts, as it once was. 
Beneath the whole surface of our pub- 
lic sentiment there seems to be a 
smoldering fire of anarchy which is 
liable to break forth in flames of vio- 
lence and destruction of both property 


and life in any place and at any 
time. 
“Do you wonder that some men 


have become pessimistic in the beliet 
that our civilization is on the decline? 
Do you wonder that some thoughtful 
men, in the nations over the sea, who 
have heen watching the course of 
events in our republic for the last 
twenty-five years, have come to the 
conclusion that a Republican form of 
government is a failure? In a repub- 
lic the laws of the people are sacred; 
when the day comes that the people 
respect not the laws, they cease to be a 
republic. 
“There is no middle ground between 
anarchy and law. Generally speaking, 
the man who willfully violates the law 
of the land is an anarchist, and should 
be dealt with as such. No one who 
Observes the drift of thines can feil 
to see, and—if a true American—la- 
ment the disrespect which a large 
body of our people have for the laws 
of the land. 
“If American capitalists are not to 
be permitted to run their own business, 
if American laborers are not to be 
permitted to work when and where 
they choose, if American merchants are 
not to be permitted to buy and sell 
their s in their own way, place and 
time, if American citizens charged with 
crime cannot be riven a fair trial by a 
jury of their peers—then the end of our 
liberties is at hand! 
“Disrespect fer law leads to disre- 
spect for property: disrespect for 
property leads to disrespect for life, 
and disrespect for life ia anarchy. 
“Whence this spirit of lawlessness? 
A justice in the highest tribunal! of the 
nation is quoted as saying in a recent 
address that one cause of the increase 
of lawlessness in this country is the 
delay, and too often the miscarriage, 
of justice in our covrts. There is 
doubtiers much truth in this, yet it is 
not the whole cause. by any means, 
for in most cases where men are 
lynched there would be no delay of 
justice if brought to trial in an order- 
ly way. On the whole, our courts are 
models of justice as far as the law per- 
mits, and if the legal system is at fault. 
it should be remedied. 
“There is. I believe, another reason 
for this evi! spirit which has come 
over our land in these days, deeper 
than the fault of our courts, and that 
is the lack of a patriotic public senti- 
ment among the people.“ :

When intelli- 
gent people from Northern Califor- 
hia do come down to look us over they 
are often astonished to find that what 
they had heard from time to time in 
regard to the progress made in this 
section has been rather under than 
over stated. This was the case with 
many of the members of the visit- 
ing parties from San José and Oak- 
land, ho recently came here to call 
upon our local Chamber of Commerce, 
to be shown the wonders of Southern 
California, much as the Queen of

At the annual meeting of the State 
Board of Trade, a few days ago, 
Gen. N. P. Chipman, presffent of the 
board, submitted his annual report, in 
which he gave much interesting infor- 
mation relative to the growth of Cal- 
ifornia industries during the past 
year. in the course of his report, 
Gen. Chipman said: 

“Peaches, plums, pears ahd other 
deciduous fruits are shipped mainly 
from the northern par: of the State. 
Santa Clara county and vicinity claim 
seventy per cent. of the prune in- 
dustry, while the South still claims 
superiority in orange and lemon pro- 
duction, although orange planting in 
the North is rapidly increasing.” 
Wo are willing to grant the peaches, 

ums and pears, but apricots—which 

not mentioned—are regarded as a 
ppeciaity of Southern California, and 
raised on a large scale, especially 

the Coast counties north of Los 
les. The statement of Gen. Chip- 

an that “the South still claims su- 
rity in orange and lemon produc- 

is rich, in view of the facts. 
The citrus-fruit shipments from South- 
- California this season will prob- 
bly amount to 30,000 carloads. How 
y carloads will have been shipped 
from the northern half of the State 
at is to say from north of 

no? One thousand carloads would 
bably be a most liberal estimate, 
about three per cent. of the total 
product of the State. Under such cir- 
mstances, Southern California ia 
rtainly jrstified in “claiming” su- 
ty in orange and lemon produc- 
fon, although we are quite willing 
admit that “orange planting in the 
orth is rapidly increasing — as it has 
for over twenty years, greatly 

o the advantage of Southern Califor- 
la nurserymen, if not so much to 
hat of the planters. Bs 
_ Another item in the report draws 
to the enormous gains in 
@ production of petroleum, which 
increased from 4,000,000 barrels 
nm 1900 to 23,000,000 barrels last year. 
Chipman might also have men- 
‘tioned that Southern California—in- 
lading Rern and Fresno counties— 
“claims” to produce all the petroleum 
is extracted from the ground in 
the State, on a commercial scale. We 
also “claim” to lead the State in the 
production of beet sugar, with three 
large factories at Chino, Alamitos and 
Oxnard, end a smatier one in Santa 
Barbara county. Furtherinore, South- 
ſern California claims to be ahead

in the shipments of winter vegetabi¢s, 
especially celery, which goes East by 
the trainload. We also shipped most 
of the wa!nuts produced in the State.

cording to the latest report of the 


State mincraiogist, Los Angeles is the 
‘only county in California that Is cred- 


ited with leading in the production of 
five mineral substances. This list, 
of products might be extended, but it 
is not necessary to mention more, 
in order to show that Southern Cal 
ifornia has u right to claim“ a few 
things in the line of relative produc- 


tiveness, especially when it is re- 


membered that as recently as twenty 
years ago, this section of the State 
was contemptuously referred to as 
the “cow counties.” 


As to the “tenderfeet.” even the 
pedple of Northern California will 
probably admit that in this line. as 
between Southern and Northern Cal- 
ifornia, it is a case of “Eclipse first 
and the rest nowhere.” How the im- 
migration runs was strikingly shown 
a few days ago, in a dispatch from 
Albuquerque, stating that two heavy 
trainloads of colonists, in four sec- 
tions, had passed that point on the 
way io California, and that of the 
four sections only two cars were to 
be detached at Barstow, for points 
north of that place, and probably a 
considerable portion of those people 
were destined for the counties of 
Kern, Tulare and Fresno, all of which 
are in the southern half of the State. 


We do not believe in narrow pre) 
udices, holding that all true Califor- 


fnians should take pride in the pros- 


perity and progress of this magnifi- 
cent State, as a whole. Still, the 
people of the North might do better 
to appreciate, Investigate and imitate 
our development work, rather than 
to ignore or deny its existence, which 
may amuse them, but cannot hurt us. 
Some of the more enterprising com- 
munities in California, such as Stock- 
ton, San José and Oakland, are show- 
ing a creditable desire to pattern af- 
ter the southern part of the State, and 
will doubtless profit by it. San Fran- 
cisco is the leading delinquent in this 
direction. The people of San Fran- 
cisco resemble the inhabitants of 
Paris in many ways, among others 
in their self-satisfied assumption of 
the fact that San Francisco is Cal- 
ifornia, just as your true Parisian be- 
lieves that Paris is France. The .aver- 
age San Franciscan also knows as lit- 
tle of the resources and natural fea- 
tures of the State, beyond the picnic 
resorts around the bay. as the boule- 
vardier knows of provincia! France. 


This will do, for the present les- 
son. 


HE WAR AND SILK CULTURE. 


Among other things, the Russian- 
Japanese War should give Californians 
encouragement to fairly test the pos- 
sibilities*of silk culture in this State, 
regarding which so much has been 
said during the past quarter of a ven- 
tury, or even longer, for it was not 
many years after the rush to the gold 
fields that some people who are ac- 
quainted with the silk industry noticed 
the similarity ‘between the climate ot 
this State and of those countr'es 
where ‘the raising of silkworms is one 
of the most fmportant callings of the 
people. 

About one-third of the raw silk used 
in the United States comes from Japan, 
and two-thirds from China. Owing to 
the war, the question of silk supply 
from the former country becomes very 
uncertain. Not only will many 
those usually engaged in the industry 
be away in the army, but shipments 
are likely to be cui off by blockades, 
and this applies to China as much as 
Javan. Formerly, Italy was a great 
field for American manufacturers to 
obtain their supplies from, but of late 
years the exports from that country 
have grown steadily less, and mean- 
time the quality of the silk produced 
in the Orient has steadiiy i:nproved, un- 
til it is now regarded as fully equal to 
that raised around the Mediterranean. 
while the low wages paid in China 
make it impossible, even for the fru- 
gai natives of Italy, to compete with 
them. 


The question as to whether silk may 
be produced in California on à com- 
mercial scale, in competition with the 
foreign article, is still an open one. 
Some of the advocates of silk culture 
in California, prominent among hom 
is an enthusiastic San Diego goman, 
who has preached this . 
ingly for many years, maintain that it 
can be done, while on the other hand 
some people go 80 far as to say that 
it would cost more to wind the ellk 
in this country than it can be laid 
down for in the Orient. It appears 
probable that the truth lics somewhere 
midway between these two extremes. 
It is quite possible that the raising of 
silkworms and the preparing of silk 
might be made a pleasant and profit- 
able occupation for women, in their 
spare time. Renewed interest has been 
aroused in the subject recently in San 
Diego, where a serious movement is 
now under way to determine the pos- 
sibilities of the industry. In Los An- 
geles a tract of five acres in Elysian 
Park, near Sunset boulevard, has been 
placed at the disposal of a soclety of 
women by the Park Commission, and 
has ‘oeen planted to mulberry trees. 

If fhe silk industry could be made 
practicable in California it would add 
many million dollars to the revenue of 
the State. It is said that some peo- 
ple who are heavily interested in the 
industry do not look with favor on the 
idea of American silk’ production, and 
that they have been doling all they can 
to throw cold water on the project. In 
any case, it would be a good idea to 
determine definitely, once for all, 
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wheiher or not it %% possible to manu- 
facture silk here dt a profit, and, as 
stated, the present difficulties in the 
Orient offer a propitious occasion for a 
fair test. 


HAT’S THE USE? 

What's the use of having an 
Arbor Day if after the trees have been 
planted and watered for lo, these many 
years, and God has given them goodly 
Increase, a gang of street départment 
vandals comes around and cuts them 
down, or an ignorant and butcher-like 
park hand lops off their beautiful 
branches?

NO MORE 
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Ancther Sense. 
R.. B. FAY MILLS spoke three 
times yesterday to large audiences, 
In the morning at Blanchard Hall 
his topic was, “Listening to Yourself.” 
In the afternoon at Unity Church his 
subject was, “How Love Sought for 
Hell.” In the evening he also spoke at 
Unity Church. This same programme 
will be followed by him during the 


Sundays of March. 
The evening topic yesterday was 


“The Sixth Sense.“ — Mills said in 
the course of his ad : 


“Prof. Goldwin Smith says in one of 
his essays: ‘Physical science is noth- 
ing more than the perception of our 
five bodily senses, registered and meth- 
odized.’ But what ar these five 
senses? According to physical science 
iteelf they are nerves in a certain stage 
of evolution. Why then should it be as- 
sumed that their account of the uni- 
verse, or of our relations to it, is ex- 
haustive and final? Why should it be 
assumed that these five senses of ours 
are the only poasiblie ns of percep- 
tion, and that no other faculties or 
means of communication with the uni- 
verse can ever in the course of evolu- 
tion be developed in man? 

The modern interest in peychology 
as express scientifically and in the 
popular fashion of practical experimen- 
tation is a great way of indicating that 
we are not content wien the five senses. 
Man now is developing faculties that 
will enable him to see beneath the sur- 
face. He has known effects, and is giv- 
ing himself to search for causes. We 
need a new capacity for knowing. 

“As hard-headed a business man as 
the late Irving Scott said, in my hear- 
ing, he belleved that humanity is to 
develop a new sense, and the astro- 
nomical authority, Garrett P. Serviss, 


aSserted practically the same thing. 
The great mathematician, Sir 2 
by in- 


— says he believes that 
vestigations now 88 no merely 
material prospect will opened before 
us, and Sir William Crookes, one of 
the most eminent physicists in the 
world, said, ‘It is henceforth open to 
science to transcend all we now think 
we know of matter and to gain new 
glimpses of a profounder scheme of 
cosmic law.’ 

“We have now certain faculties that 
are superior to the inductive mind. We 
have powers of instinct and of intui- 
tion and of direct perception. 

“We need a faculty that will intens!- 
fy these high qualities that we now 
possess. Even now we transcend the 
physical sense more than we ordinarily 
realize. How much mohe we see in a 
painting or heard in a symphony than 
mere sights and sounds! ‘A flash of in- 
sight is worth a year's effort.’ 

The time has come for a racial 
advance. We are false to our highest 
conceptions when we continue in the 
materialistic attitude. Let us belleve 
in the perfectibility of man. Let us 
cultivate the open mind. Let us de- 
velop the spiritual will, Let us give 
ourselves to see the unity at the heart 
of all things, to percéive the identity 
of life.

To quench’ means to smother, 
as a mother would extinguish the 
flames consuming the dress of her 
burning child, by wrapping about the 
fllmay marments a heavy, wet blanket, 
jerked from off the clothesline. ‘To 
quench’ means to deluge, to submerge, 
as the Johnstown fires were put out 
when the Conemaugh dam broke, and 
houses and stores and factories were 
floating about in the flood-like chips 
tossed in an eddy. To quench’ means 
to stifie, to choke, to kill, as a farm- 
er's wife with a sanuffer might extin- 
quish a candle flame, or as the tum- 
bling waters of Niagara might drown 
out the subterranean fires of an erupt- 


ing Vesuvius. In that word ‘quench,’

Paul startlingly warns all believing 
Christians againat the sin of extin- 
guishing the power of the Holy Spirit, 
which a now burning within them as a 
living fame.

“Now comes the practical question! 
How do many believing Christians 
open the floodgates of sin and drown 
out their spiritual fires?

their hearts in sin? First and fore- 
most, by neglecting God's place of pub- 
lic worship. By turning their backs 
upon the Sunday church services. By 
claiming that they can pray to God 
just as well at home as in the week- 
night prayer meetings. By asserting 
that the ‘Communion of the Saints,” in 
a bullding which has been dedicated to 
God as a ‘house of prayer,’ is not es- 
sential for true spiritual life. No true 
convert should ever be guilty of cast- 
ing a slur upon the public altar of 
Jesus Christ. As Ponce de Leon, the 
explorer, crossed the seas, expecting to 
find a spring of ‘Perpetual Youth,’ 
which was different from all other 
springs, so when we come to a conse- 
crated public service, filled with Chris- 
tian people, we shouid expect to find 
there a rich blessing, different from all 
other blessings. It is hard work for 
a live coal to keep warm and to re- 
main a live coal outside of the grate. 
It is hard work for a. warm-hearted, 
loving Christian - to remain a spiritual 
‘live coal.“ unless he continually lives 
in Close contact with other loving 
Christians. It is by the commingling 
of testimonies that the best testimony 
springs from our lipr. It is hy ‘the 
foolighness’ of preaching that sinners 
are saved? Yes! And also by the 
foolishness of preaching that they are 
brought nearer, week by week, to the 
personality of Jesus Christ. 

“No matter which way we 
at the Pauline word ‘quench,’ the 
whole trend of the matter is this: As 
Christians, we cannot live a true spir- 
itual life unless every moment of every 
day we are in touch with Christ. We 
cannot preach to others, unless, by 
searching God's Word, we hear Christ 
preaching to us. We cannot pray for 
others in public review, unless we have 
had much knee drill In secret prayer. 
We cannot give ourselves wholly to 
God's service, unless at the same time, 
at the family altar, we give our loved 
ones also to Him. Are we ready to 
come into touch with all these spiritual 
sources of power?

At the First Christian Church yes- 
terday morning Rev. A. C.. Smither 
preached upon The Lord's Supper.” 

“The tenderest, holiest ordinance of 
the Lord's House,“ said he, “is the 
Lord's supper. In this we are brought 
into vital touch with the loving, sac- 
rificing heart of the Son of God who 
loved us and gave Himself for us. In 
the very elements of the Lord’s supper 
are found a true parable of the life 
story of Jesus. In the bread the grain 
of wheat had given up its identity and 
sacrificed its life that it might minister 
to the necessities of man. In so doing 
it reached the ultimate end of its cre- 
ation. In the wine the grape had sacri- 
ficed its identity and reached its high- 
est end in contributing to the need of 
man. Such was the life of Christ, He 
gave up His Ute that he might redeem, 
litt up, save other lives. In so doing He 
attained the heights of self-sacrifice 
and ministered to the deepest need and 
highest good of the race. That is the 
true Christian life that reaches the 
point of self-surrender in giving its 
life and services unswervingly for the

Origin of Lent.

In ancient times, he explained, man 
ang beast suffered much hunger dur- 
i the season of the year which we 

1 Lent. Their stores of provision 
were then almost exhausted. They had 


then. As they progressed 
edge and experience, they learned 
make provisions for this period, and 
at length that period of hunger ceased 
to be a dread to them. But the re- 
membrance of the spring hunger re- 
mained, and grew into serious and re- 
ligious thought and gratitude. Easter, 
the beloved goddess of spring, who cov- 
ered the trees with leaves, and the 
earth with grass, and beautiful nature 
with flowers, was worshiped with glad- 
ness and joy at the end of the hunger 
days. She was very dear to them, be- 
cause she fed them, gave them long 
days and short nights, and declared 
to them the resurrection of all life. 
The Christian missionaries could not 
prevail upon our Germanic ancestors to 
give up the worship of Easter. 80 
they wisely adopted Easter and Lent, 
and strove to give to both Christian 
meanings and features. They showed 
to our ancestors that Christ fulfilled 
their beliefs and gran relig as- 
pirations. And, while the world lasts, 


Easter’s day, which is one of the Sun's 


days, as determined by the moon, will 
be the name of Christ's resurrection 
Lent is the shortened form of 
lengthen. The length of the days in- 
creases during Lent. Christ fasted 
forty days in the desert once. He dia 
not do it annually, nor did He com- 
mand us to fast forty days annually. 
After His fast, He began to preach His 
infallible and glorious gospel; but after 
our season of Lent comes His resur- 
rection, showing that the Germanic, 
and not the scriptural, order of events 
is maintained by us. Christ approved 
of fasting, whenever it would be a 


benefit to us mentally or spiritually. 


Isaiah declares that true faating is to 
raise the oppressed, to free the down- 
trodden, to feed, clothe, and shelter 
thé needy, and to protect the defense- 
less. If all the churches would unite 
in keeping Lent in this way, it would 


be a great blessing to our civilization, 


and in this restless and energetic age, 
when the strain upon the thinkers and 
workers of the world is terrible and 
often destructive of health, morals, and 
religion, a period of serious reflection 
upon all relations of life and destiny, 
would give us pause, correct some of 
our errors, remove some of our sins, 
deepens our sense of brotherhood, 
write us in a greater love of sublime 
ideals, purify our politics, ennoble 
trade, and destroy our prejudices. If 
the ministers of all the denominations 
would exchange pulpits during the 
week days of Lent, and show that their 
“freedom in Christ would extend to 
the fullest fellowship for the health, 
safety, and redemption, of our race, 
then we would have a Lent that would 
receive the recognition of God, the in- 
spiration of Christ, and the praise of 
the angels.

Discovery of Horn Silver Recently 
Made by W. D. Monmonier on the 
Claims Near Pearce Appears to ln - 
dicate the Advent of Another Great 
Bullion Producer in Arizona. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


TUCSON (Ariz.) March 11.—The two 
2§0-ton water jacket furnaces of the 
Calumet and Arizona Company at 
Douglas produced during January 3,- 
020,000 pounds of black copper, 99 per 
cent fine, and during February 2,500,000 
pounds. One report is that the ores 
treated carry about $16 in gold and sil- 
ver. This probably means that the 
bullion carries these values per ton, as 
the Bisbee district ores have usually 
small values in the precious metals. The 
proposed doubling of the Calumet and 
Arizona smelting capacity is not to be 
done at once. Reports from the mine at 
Bisbee tell of wonderful richness in some 
of the stopes lately opened. In one of 
them is claimed to be a sixteen-foot 
body of black sulphide and manganese 
ore that runs over 50 per cent. copper 
for its entire width. The management 
is wisely averaging up the grade sent 
Gen to the emelter. In the southern 
and deeper workings of the Copper 
Queen similar rich ore bodies are be- 
ing struck, giving assurance of the 
permanency of the great copper de- 
posits of the cam 

The wonderful deposits have been 
found at points where not a color of 
copper stain is to be found on the sur- 
face and only after about 1000 feet of 
depth has been passed through. This 
explains the sublime faith that. actu- 
ates the men who are ioday sinking a 
score of great shafts through the lime- 
stone, in places 1000 feet deep, with 
hardly a “color” to encourage them 
thus far.

near Bisbee in the future will be mines 
of even deeper workings than in the 
copper mines of the Michigan penin- 
sula. According to Prof. Douglas, 
manager of the Phelps-Dodge Com- 
pany, the Copper Queen management 
does not propose to get out all its cop- 
per in a year. But late developments 
have been so vast that already there 
are reports that the new smelter of 
the corporation at Douglas is to be 
doubled in size. 

The Calumet and Arizona company, 
which has been working a very re- 
stricted area, has just purchased twen- 
ty-one mining claims, lying near-by to 
its main workings. The claims were 
purchased in small 28 and cost in 
the aggregate 5280, 000 


A short-time option for $25,000 has 
been secured on the World's Fair cop- 
per group, near Bisbee, embracing 
twelve claims. A good ore body has 
been developed on one of the claims, 
at a depth of 400 feet. 


The discovery of horn silver lately 
made by W. D. Monmonier of Tomb- 
stone on his claims near Pearce ap- 
pears to indicate the advent of another 
great Arizona bullion producer. The 
new bonanza is two miles from Pearce, 
the location of the famous Common- 
wealth mine. Its manager, Brockman, 
of Los Angeles, was on the ground 
early, with an offer for a bond, which 
was refused by Monmonier. The size 
of the ledge uncovered has not been 
determined. Several tons of high- 
grade silver are on the dump from a 
hole only ten feet in depth. Silver as- 
says run up to 1000 ounces, and gold 
values in no instance are less than $100 
to the ton. Monmonier is getting out 
a carload of ore for shipment to the 
El Paso smelter. In character the ore 
resembies that from the upper levels 
of the Commonwealth. 

The American Industrial Company is 
the style of a corporation that has 
taken over the old Mowry mine, one 
of the most famous of the pioneer 
properties of Arizona. It was worked 
in the late fifties by Lieut. Sylvester 
Mowry, U.S. A., and abandoned at the 
outbreak of the Civil War and the ap- 
proach of Confederate troops. It is 
claimed to have produced a profit of 
$150,900. The ores carry silver and lead. 
The workings are in bad shape and 
caved in and a new shaft will have to 
be sunk in solid ground.
